Edible Bird's Nests. 


Edible bird's nests arc shipped in 


largo quantities from Java to China and 
the Eastern islands for food. 
The birds 


that build them are a species of swallow, 
and they are found in cliffs, caves and 
caverns. They are composed of a sort 
of mucilaginous substance which the 
Chinese relish with gusto. Itisatrans- 
parent mass liko isinglass, mother-of- 
pearl or white horn. The stuff is made 
by the bird, -vvho. When you open tlio 
bill, has large salivary glands under hi3 
tongue which supply the material. The 
men who hunt these .nests area daring 
and peculiar set. 
They have a goddess 


called Loro who is worshiped by them,1 
and'a temple at a place called Rong- 
kop, 'on .the summit of a tall rock. No 
'mortal'lives'here, and.none pass by 
without raising their hands in grave 
salutation. It is death for any one to 
enter except:the chief of the society of 
nest-pickers, who fills the office of 
priest. The goddess is supposed to 
arise from.the-sea and go into the tem- 
ple when the season commences, and 
then a feast is given in her honor, music 
and dancing girls being in attendance. 
The nest-gatherers "have nothing but a 
cloth about their loins, a knife and a 
not bag. at their side. When one goes 
to work he takes his place on a stage oi 
two cross-bars fastened to the end of a 
rope, and is let down against the face 
of the i-pok. Be grasps the rope with 
his left hand. And in his right has a rod 
with which ho 'holds himself off from 
the rocks. Sometimes he goes down 
several hundred feet amid the roar ol 
the oceau; and hundreds of birds flying 
all around hi .. When ho comes oppo- 
.sitc a salangan hole (that's the name ol 
the bird)'hc makes a signal, and the 
lowering stops. Ho now swings back 
and forth until he gets power enough to 
outer the hole arid find a footing on the 
rock ho has noted. If lie iails, he is 
dashed to pieces on the rocks below. 
The man generally has a thin cord fast- 
,cncd around his body and to the 
|rope, so that he can pull the stage in to 
iliimself again. Should this break, how- 
lover, helias to make a bold leap and 
«;atch the stage. When he has got into 
;tho cavern ho cuts dffthe'nests with his 
jknifo and places them in his bag, and 
when it is full he returns ami :his place 
is supplied by another. This business 
is so exclusive .that no'foreigner has 
ever been allowed to participate in it. 
Some Dutch merchants once entered a 
cave, but they never came out alive, and 
the Malays have astory that the Goddess 
Loro "took them toiler bosom." Those 
swallows breed four times a year, each 
time making a new nest. The nesta 
are plucked three times, and so only 
one brood is left to the birds. In the 
cavern of Karang-Collong, I have heard 
it stated, there were three hundred and 
thirty thousand swallows, and from 
them about five hundred thousand nests 
are annually taken. T.ho harvest is done 
in July and August, November and De- 
oeber, and the worst in April and May. 
The nests are cleaned and assorted and 
packed in bamboo cases of about seven- 
ty in a case. They all go to China, 
perhaps a few to America and Europe 
as curiosities; one hundred and seventy 
thousand pounds go to Can.ton alone, 
and about fifty bird nests make u 
pound. The first quality of nests cost 
jn the cities of China twenty to thirty 
dollars a- pound." 


"How are they eaten?'' 
"They dissolve the nests in water or 


broth, and epice them highly, using 
them as an entree. You'll find it a 
dish among all the wealthy Chinese, 
nnd at all the Royal and State enter- 
tainments. Why, when General Grant 
]nado his tour of the world he*was en- 
tertained on them at Canton. The 
Chinese think they arc a great stimu- 
3nnt, but some German chemists say 
that they have no stimulating qualities, 
aud are nothing more than the saliva oi 
animals, neither nourishing nor stimu- 
lating, but awful sticky.'1—From Inter- 
jwicw in Cincinnati Enquirer.

Bobbin? an Eagle's Eyrie. 


Sea eagles were formely common in 


Shetland, but through trapping and 
shooting these noble birds are now 
nearly "extinct on these northern isles. 
Within the last three years a pair has 
established an eyrie iu the cleft of a 
Teat sandstone sea cliff, known us the 
Sard of Bressay, forming the south- 
most point of the island of Bressay, the 
slnnd cast of the mainland which land- 
locks Lerwick Harbor. 
On the east 


side the cliffs rise sheer out of tho sea 
to a height of four hundred or five hun- 
dred feet. 
The depredations of the 


sagles on the farms upon Bressay and 
the adjacent mainland this year have 
been extensive. The hungry eaglets 
required to be fed, and almost daily 
lambs were missed from the fields. To 
put a stop to this plundering a project 
was formed to rob the nest, and a dar- 
ing young cragsman — a leader in 
hazardous adventures — undertook to 
do so upon the first convenient oppor- 
tunity. 


The risk was grent, for, besides the 


peril of the descent and the ascent, 
there was a chance of a right with the 
parent birds. The eyrie could only bo 
seen by tbe aid of a glass from a cliff on 
tbe north side. A considerable way 
down the cliff is a large protruding boss 
—something in the sbapo of an oriel 
window, with a great cleft in the middle 
of it. 
In the cleft tho nest was 


built. 
The exact distance of tho 


nest down the 
cliff was lirst as- 


certained. By means of a reel ol 
thread, with a small weight at the end, 
the measurement was found to be fifteen 
fathoms, or about ninety feet. 
With 


two assistants the cragsman very early 
one morning shortly afterwards crosse^ 
the Sound of Bressay in a boat. 
Tho 


top of the "Bard'1 was attained about 
threcjo'clock. A stout oaken stake having 
been'driven firmly into the ground, 
through an "eye" 
at the top of it, one 


end of a strong Manilla two-inch ropo 
.was passed. The voting climber (says 
the account in the Scotsman, from 
which this narrative is taken) made this 
end secure round the body, while his 
assistants grasped the rope on the other 
side of tho "eye." 
Ho had taken ofl 


all superfluous 
clothing, and wore a 


pair of thin goloshes. 
In a belt round 


his waist he nad a six-chambered revol- 
ver. 
Over his shoulder was slung his 


fishinc-baskot. 
Going over the brink of 


the dhff he partially climbed down, so 
aa to take the strain as much as possi- 
ble o!f the rope. 
When he got to the 


"pond," as the place where the eyrie is 
built U locally known, he found that 
fortune had lavorod him in this—that 
neither of the old birds were at home; 
but at the same tjme he found that it 
would be a difficult matter to get at the 
nest. 
Immediately above the "pond" 


was a great ledge of rock which com- 
pletely overhung the eyrie: so that the

or twelve feet from it. He at once sig 
nalcd to those above to bo hauled up to 
this ledge; and, that having been done, 
lie cautiously climbed down its face, 
which had a sharp inward slope, until 
he got upon the same run of strata aa 
that upon which the nest was built. By 
following an open seam 
just -wide 


enough to admit his lingers he nianagei: 
at last to scramble into tho "pond,'' 
where probably humuu foot had nevei 
been set before. 
In tho tocky chamber 


in whiyh he now found himself he couk 
hardlv stand upright; he therefore wen 
round on his knees to the back of the 
nest. There were two pretty eaglets in 
the eyrie; and when they saw the 
strange intruder they buried"their head' 
below the woolly liomg of the nest, ant 
remained perfectly still. 
On lifting the 


eaglets out of the nest, though only t 
fortnight old, they wero so largo um 
well grown that only one would go into 
the lishiug-basket. "Tho, cragsman was 
considering how he could get the othei 
to tho top of the cliff, when n warning 
shout from above told him that one o 
the old birds was approaching. It wa: 
the female bird, which apparently wa' 
determined to show fight in defense o 
her young. She came through the ail 
straight for the eyrie, like a " flasl 
of lightning," and the cragsman had 
barely time to 
throw 
himself 
on 


his back into the deepest recess o 
the "pond," and to draw his revolv 
er, when the 
infuriated eagle wa: 


\ipon him. 
She made one tremendoiv 


and unsuccessful swoop at him will 
talons and beak, anil s.multaneouslv h 
pulled tho trigger of his revolver. 
Th 


weapon, however, missed 
fire. 
Th 


eagle hovered or.tsidp for a moment be 
fore renewing the attack; but, a sho 
from the revolver—the repoi t of wind 
reverberated among the rocks—efl'ectii 
ally scared it to a distance of about twc 
hundred yards, where it continued tc 
circle in tho air—yelping like a dog. 
I 


was by aud by joined by the male Dird 
but neither of the eagles again showei 
fight. The cragsman, having depositec 
one englet in his fishing-basket, took th 
other under his left arm, 
and, having 


given tho shjnnl to his companions 
swung himself out of the "pond," anc 
was safely hauled up—his perilous venl 
ure successfully 
accomplished. 
Botl 


of the eagles are still alive, and appea 
to he thriving well in captivity. 
Thej 


are fed three times a day on flesh anc 
fish, and on this diet are coming int 
very 
beautiful 
plumage. 
Since tht 


evne was robbed it may be mentionec 
that the old eaglets have on more t!ian 
one occasion been seen hovering ove 
fhe town of Lerwick. 
This is the h'rs 


tamo for twenty years that eagles hav< 
been captured alive in Shetland.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

While-at Petersburg we heard a 


tory about Old Abe that perhape 


•will be new to onr readers. 
We can 


ot vonch for its' trnthfolness, al- 
hough it was given to the writer as 
a veritable occurrence. A young man 
named Armstrong 'was indicted for 
rilling another Jfellow at a camp- 
meeting, and Lincoln wa8«mployed 
o defend him. 
There wasn't much 


doubt about Armstrong's guilt, for 
here was plenty of circumstantial 
vidence, and one witness was found 


who would swear he saw the defend- 
ant flourish a knife and strike the 
•oung man down, the moon being 
>right. 
Lincoln was not only inter- 


ested in establishing a repution as a 
criminal lawyer, this being one of 
iis first attempts in a criminal suit, 
rat he also felt an earnest desire to 
'epay, if possible, the kindnesses he 
md received in his early career at 
,he hands of young Armstrong's 
father. 
The case went to trial, and 


,be young man seemed certain to be 
convicted. 
The eye-witness must be 


rebutted somehow, and so Lincoln 
resorted to a strategem. An almanac 
of 
the 
year in which the mur- 


der occurred was offered in evi- 
dence. 
Lincoln got this, took out 


;he leaves, and replaced them with 
an almanac several years older. 
He 


Droved by this almanac that the 
noon was not yet risen at the time 
;he witness swore the killing oc- 
curred, and consequently he had per- 
jured himself. 
Lincoln then turned 


his attention to the jury, spoke 
touehingly of Armstrong being the 
only support of his aged parente.and 
carried by a flood of sympathy what 
no one had thought for a moment he 
would be able to do. The jury wept, 
to a man, and acquitted the prisoner 
without leaving their seats. Arm- 
strong is still living. He always was 
a worthless fellow and admits to-day 
that he was guilty, and that he owes 
bis neck to Lincoln's strategem and 
eloquence.
